Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Herrero 
et al.(Herrero), U.S. Patent No. 2005/0009520. 

Regarding claim 1 , Herrero discloses a method of managing allocation of a 
private home address to a mobile node, comprising: receiving a registration request 
from the mobile node; allocating one of a public home address and the private home 
address to the mobile node based on a predetermined policy; if allocated the private 
home address, further: decapsulating a packet from the mobile node to a correspondent 
node, the packet including a source address and an originating source port; modifying 
the source address and the originating source port if the correspondent node belongs to 
a different administrative domain; and forwarding the packet to the correspondent node 
(pages 7-10 [0089-0117]).
